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Professional Bondsman Who 
Stirred Landis’ ire Be- 
comes Real Financier, 


IN MARKET FOR DEPOSITS 


Declares United States Judge Is 
Well Meaning Gentleman, 
but Misled. 


SAYS HE HAS $250,000 OF HIS OWN 


Sol A. Lewinsohn, the professional bonds- 
man whose methods aroused the Ire of Fed- 
eral Judge Landis, is now « full fledged pri- 
vate banker, fully equipped to receive the 
public savings with a promise of 8 per cent 
interest. 

Sol (everybody calls him that) is president 
of the Traders’ bank, a private institution in 
the old Douglas State bank quarters at Mich- 
igan avenue and Thirty-firet street. He 
grasped the opportunity when the Douglas 
merged its interests with the Franklin Trust 
and Savings bank at Michigan avenue and 
Thirty-fifth street. Sol admitted ‘“ owner- 
Hp with the utmost reluctance, and ex- 
hibited the same degree of bashfulness when 
asked the names of his associates. 

Sol appeared perturbed when overtaken 
(he's a busy man—you know—always on the 
run ') in his offices in the Borden block. He 
threatened to sue if his name were linked 
with that of a certain dark person who was 
the innocent cause of one of Sol's troubles.

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URGE CAR MERGER 


AS BIG TIME SAVER 


Traction Men Tell Aldermen 
Unification Means $9,000,000 
a Year to Public. 


CUTS OF F5 MINUTES A DAY 


Miustrating the denefits he thought would 
accrue to the public from a merger of Chi- 
cago’s street car and elevated road com- 
panies, Leonard A. Busby presented figures 
yesterday showing the approximate total 
time that would be saved the passengers 
on these lines. 

Estimating that an average of five minutes 
would be cut off each of the 3,000,000 rides a 
day shown by the records, he computed 
the saving each day as 250,000 hours, or al- 
most twenty-nine full years. On thig basis 
the total saving for a year would be approxt- 
mately 9,125,000 working days of ten hours 
each, which, at a rate of only $1 per day, 
would meln a saving of more than 50, 000, 000 
worth of the time to the public. 


„Larger Proposition“ at Stake. 

He did not advance his method of computa- 
tion as new, but caded it to the attention of 
the city council on local transportation as a 
demonstration of the larger proposition ”’ 
at stake in Its effort to fix a valuation of the 
elevated properties for the purpose of a 
merger, 

Mr. Busby intimated that his company, the 
City Railway, would not oppose the $82,000. - 
000 valuation asked by the elevated interests. 
W. W. Gurley saidijthat figure was also sat- 
isfactory to his company, the Chicago Rail- 
ways. 

The representatives of the surface com- 
panies had been invited to discuss primarily 
the question of this valuation with which 
the committee has been battling for several 
months. In addition to stating by intima- 
tion the position of his company on this 
matter, Mr. Busby gave the committee a 
general view of the situation from his stand- 
point. 


Results of Traction Ordinances. 


The results from the traction ordinances 


of 1907,” he said after comparing present 
conditions with conditions before that year, 
“have been better than could have been 
reasonably expected, but still we have criti- 
cism of the street car system now. Thecom- 
plaints are not all those that come and go 
from time to time. Some of them are serious 
and persistent. The people are demanding 
an improvement of the service, and if it can 
be had they have a right to demand it.

There are many things vou will need 
and have to have long before you will need 
subways,’ he said. ‘‘ The thing to do is to 
get now what we have to have now.“ 

* You are facing this situation.“ he said, 
speaking of the elevated road valuation. 
Certain men have formed an assoc.ation; 
they have purchased these properties or 3 
part of them, and have incurred certain ob- 
ligations. Presumably they had a careful 
valuation made before they put their money 
into the proposition and presumably they 
made the best terms they could.“ 


Willing to Sell at Cost. 

“They knew the value of the properti-s 
and their earning power,” said Attorney 
Gurley after a similar statement. “Whether 
they made a wise trade, a poor trade, or an 
indifferent trade is aside from the question. 
It is the trade they made. As I understand 
it, they are willing to enter this merger if 
they are indemnified for what the properties 
cost them. That is what they say they must 
have. 

“Whether you shall accept those terms is 
for you to decide, but it seems to me there 
can be no adequate merger without the ele- 
veted. An operating agreement between the 
surface companies would not meet the needs 
of the situation. There probably could be 
no merger unless all the lines are included. 


Price Suits Surface Lines. 


“We are content with the price they 


name and are willing to go into a merger at 


that price. I am authorized to my on de- 
half of the Chicago Railways company that 
it is satisfied.” 

Ald. T. K. Long then presented a resolu- 
tion directing the original valuation com- 
mittee to ‘‘ reconcile ’’ the figures of the city 
experts with those of the experts for the ele- 
vated interests on the real estate involv ed. 
The differefite was $29,946,376.

Atthough Robert Webb, the driver of the 
automobile bandit car, is still at liberty, the 
police began yesterday to investigate just 


bow Detective Peter Hart of the Fiftieth 


street station came to be shot through the 
heart with hisown revolver on Monday after- 
nooh when he was arresting the young rob- 
ber. This investigation centers on Micheel 
Angelo Cassella, the only eye witness of the 
murder. 

A past chapter in the history of Cassela 
was dug up in looking over his record. The 
afternoon of Mirch 31, 1911, there was a 
murder at 1425 South State street. The vie- 
tim was Levi A. Raven, who ran a sort of 
old curiosity shop. The old man was found 
in the rear of his shop. Indications were 
that he had given up his life after a violent 
struggle. 


Taken as Murder Suspect. 

Raven had long been known to city em- 
ployés as a money lender. He cashed city 
warrants at 5 per cent discount. He was 
reputed to have gold and silver hidden in 
various parts of the shop. The residents of 
that quarter believed he had large amounts. 
of money at all times and that was believed 
to have been the motive for his murder. At 
his death it was discovered he hed left a 
fortune exceeding $100,000. 

Among the ‘suspetts taken to Twenty-sec- 
ond police station at the time of the murder 
was Michael Angelo Cassella. It was 
he was in debt to the money lender to 
ceed $3,000. There were other circumstances 
that pointed to Cassella. The suspect dis- 
armed the police by reciting his abil. He 
said he was at a circus at the time of the 
murder. He produced witnesses to support 
his statements. The police let him go. The 
death of Raven has remained an unsolved 
crime. 


Hid Webb in Closet. o 


Belle Hastings, the sweetheart of Frank 
Madia, “the fence of the automobile ban- 


+ dits, started to talk during the day.“ Sha 


admitted do Capt. Lavin that she concealed 
Webb in the closet behind the piano in the 
Cassella flat on Monday when the police 
came to arrest her. Her account of thiginci- 
dent, aside from convincing the police Case 
sella knew Webb was in his flat, threw an 
interesting light on Webs physical prow- 
ess. 

The woman said she and Webb were drink- 
ing beer in the Hving room when they heard 
a knock at the door. Web® had at ones told 
her he must hide. He picked out the closet 
where the sult case containing loot of the an- 
tomobile bandits wae hidden and he rushed 
toward the upright piano and started to move 
it. She said he was unable to move the piano 
away from the door, and that he asiceed her 
to help him. She dd. She declared she had 
no difficulty in moving the piano back to its 
former position alone. 

Yet this man, who could not move an ordi- 
nary upright piano a few feet, managed to 
get a strong, well preserved man off his feet; 
according to Cassella. The police have as- 
certained that webb was no exception tothe 
ordinary type of gunmen and bandits as they 
now exist in the large cities of the country. 
He is a physical weakling, just like his 
leader, James Perry, dissipated and wasted, 
and totally unfit to hold his own in a phys- 
ical encounter with a man of 98932 
strength. 


Discredit Madia and Cassella, 

When Capt. Lavin of the Hyde Park station 
and Capt. Ryan of the Twenty-second street 
station had mulled over all of Casselle’s 
stories they said he was lying. 

When they had checked up on all the stories 
told by Frank Madia, the “ fence” of the 
automobile bandits, they said he, too, waa ly» 
ing. 

When they had questioned Belle Hastings, 
the sweetheart of Madita they professed to 
have additional proofs of the falsity of Gag. 
sella's stories. s 

Finally, there was Mrs. Cassella, the Wife of 
Michael Angelo, whose every word of testi- 
mony refuted the dther versions of the kill- 
ing and their relations with Webb. With hes 
testimony the discrepancies grew in number 
and importance. 

The police officials arranged the different 
stories in juxtaposition, looked them over 
carefully, pieced them together like a pusala 
map. They did not dovetail. It was clear 
that the truthful story of just how Hart 
met his death in thecrime haunted third story 
flat of Cassella at 1617 Wabash avenue, had 
not Deen told. It was also plain that Cassella 
knew the true story of the murder. 


Pick Stories to Pieces. 

Cassella's were bad stories, even for a man 
who Monday night boasted of having re- 
cetved all his education in the John Worthy 
school and the bridewell. 

Capt. Lavin and Capt. Ryan found Cassella 
had told at least five different versions of the 
murder and the circumstances leading up to 
the tragedy. 

He had told them he never had seen Webb 
in his whole life until the bancit waiked into 
‘the flat where he and Hart were waiting for 
Madia. But in each of his accounts of 
Webb's visit he asserted there was a knock at

Not one diamond from the many treyfuls 
that Webb lifted from jewelers’ windows in 
his wild auto raids sparkied on the bony’ 
fingers. Her hands are large and red from 
honest toil; for at one time in her brief life 
Belle was a waitress, ehe said. The memory 
of those days when she was a self-reapecting 
working girl caused her to draw the collar 
ef her gray. chinchilla coat across her face 
and to start at every footfall.

HOWARD ASSOCIATION FINDS 
PAROLE SYSTEM'A SUCCESS. 
Annual Report States 9,162 Men in 


Middle Western States Were Aided 
and Many Made Good.“ 


At a time when the disposition of dis- 
charged and paroled prigoners is causing 
considerable discussion the Central Howard 
association has issued its annual report, de- 
claring confidence in the work it is doing. 

During 1912, President W. M. R. French 
reports, 9,162 men in the middle western 
states were alded, and, he says, held their 
jobs and made good about as well as other 
beople. 

“ There ie no doubt that prevention is bet- 
ter than cure,“ says Mr. French. But the 
work of the Central Howard association is 
decidedly preventive in a secondary sense. 
While it Cannot get hold of the offendér de- 


portant part in preventing the second éffense. 

“Prison officials are pretty well agreed 
that the first offendef at his discharge usually 
is in a penitent mood, to the extent, at least, 
that he thinks it does not pay to commit 
offenses and suffer punishment for them 
He would choose to live ‘on the square’ in 
future if he could, if only as a matter of 
policy. But the discharged prisoner is in a 


most discouraging situation, 


It at thie point he has the good sense to 
turn to the association he Will get a new 
chance, and in all probability will be saved 
from falling into trouble again.

Carry Out Brandeis’ Ideas. 

The New Jersey bills incorporate the ideas 
of Louis D. Brandeis, who is expected to 
be in the new president's cabinet, Senator 
La Follette, and the house committee which 
investigated the United States steel corpora- 
tion. 

It is regarded as significant that the bills 
contemplate no interference with existing 
corporations and holding companies as now 
constituted. They prescribe Hmitations on 
future activities. of corporations and fix 
the conditions upon which new corporations 
may be formed. 

Evidently Mr. Wilson considers as amply 
sufficient that section of the corporation 
law of New Jersey, which authorises. the 
legislature in its discretion to alter or repeal 
tho charter of any corporation; though, in 
_ spite of his announced hostility to the trusta, 
he hes taken no action while 
against such combinations as the wool, steel, 
tool, ‘copper, sugar, oil, biscuit; and other 
trusta, organized under the laws of the state. 

Congressman Stanley, who was chairman 
of the committee which investigated the steel 
trust, said today that Gov. Wiison’'s indorse- 
ment of the anti-trust legislation contained 
in the bills introduced in the New Jersey 
senate afforded him gratification, because 
those measures are in line with proposals he 
has consistently advocated. 


Two Blows Against Trusts, 
Congress launched two blows today against 
the trusts. Congressman: Norris reported 
from the house committee on judiciary a bill 
forbidding secrecy by courts in the taking 
of testimony in anti-trust suits. The United 
Shoe Machinery company enjoyed the privi- 
lege of private hearings in connection with 
the government proceedings for its dissolu- 
tion. 

The subcommittee of the senate judiciary 
committee reported favorably to the full 
committee another bill fathered by Mr. Nor- 
ris which is almed at the coffee trust. Under 
the provisions of the bill the government can 
seize any commodity, including coffee, con- 
trolled by an Hlegal combination, and sell 
it at podiic auction. 

Under the existing law, before the govern- 
ment can confiscate a commodity falling in 
this class it must be shown that K is in inter- 
state commerce. This enables the managers 
of the coffee trade to bring unlimited quan- 
tities of coffee to ports of the Unked States 
and then hold it there under the valorization 
scheme, thereby controling the price of cof- 
fee in deflance of the Sherman act. 


DUNNE FAVORS JATL TERMS.

Gecretary Tells House Committee He Re- 
moved Membere of Osage Council for 
Taking Bribes. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. With a lengthy 
examination of Secretary Fisher of the in- 
terior department, the House Indian affairs 
committee today ended its investigation of 
the controversy between the secretary, de- 
posed members of the tribal council of the 
Osage Indiana, and the Uncle Sam Oil com- 
pany over leases to Indian oil lands granted 
by the deposed council to the Uncle Sam 
Oil company. 

While the secretary was testifying the 
federal District court dismissed an applica- 
tion for a Ww of mandamus that would 
force him to reinstate the deposed officials 
of the Indian tribe. 

Gecretary Fisher set forth that he objected 
to the Uncle Sam leases because they gave 
the Indians a royalty of one-eighth on the 
oll developed, instead of at least one-sixth, 
which he believed them entitled to, and 
because, under the leases, the entire tract 
of 900,000 acres would go to the Uncle Sam 
company, whereas he favored the develop- 
ment by small holders. 

In a statement as to his reasons for re- 
moving the chiefs and concilmen, Secretary 
Fisher said that Bacon Rand, the principal 
chief; Red Eagle, the assistant chief, and 
Tom West, one of the councilmen, Were re- 
moved because the department held their 
confessions that they had accepted bribes in 
connection with oll land leases in 1908.

_ Bkern Defies Governor’s Order. 

Mr. Ekern declared he would not get out 
and that he believed the order of the governor * 
removing him from office is invalid. 

Mr. Anderson and Supt. Essman then with- 
drew and Mr. Ekern quickly closed the door 
of his private office and locked it. He had 
previously barricaded the only other en- 
trance. 

Supt. Essman decided to use force and 
called five of the capitol policemen to help 
eject Ekern. In the meantime Ekern tele- 
phoned to his lawyer, who hurried to the 
courthouse and secured a temporary injunc- 
tion. 


Injunction Halts Hostilities. 

Finally Supt. Essman and five policemen 
entered the insurance department and began 
battering down one of the doors leading to 
Fkern's private office. They broke the glass 
in the door and had sent for a battering ram 
when Ekern’s attorney, accompanied by a 
deputy sheriff, arrived and served the injunc- 
tion on Supt.

BEATEN IN DETENTION HOSPITAL

“Tt is impossible for anybody to become 
affected by any one of these forms, and each 
form has its own particular and countless 
variations. A person may be in absolute nor- 
mal health and in a perfectly sound state of 
mind and become violently insane within a 
week. 

Life is only adjustment; and health is 
perfect adjustment. Therefore ill health is 
imperfect adjustment. Something wrong 
with the machinery. All that is necessary is 
to find the seat of trouble and to get at it. 


Insanity and Politics. 

“Two men, let us suppose, converse about 
politics, merely for the sake of conversation. 
One of the two makes an assertion which 
the other resents. He is not interested in 
politics, mind you, but he resent the remart 
because it seem to imply that heis wrong. 

There is a quarrel, both go away feeling 
angry. Both are more or less insane because 
they are thrown out of their normal adjust- 
ment. They collect their ideas when alone 
They apply common sense, and find how 
ridiculous it was to become angry over so 
little. They regain their adjustment ane are 
once more sane and normal. 

Sometimes the sufferer from insanity has 


‘strong tendencies to crime. He cannot help 


himself. He really is not responsible. He 
should not be punished or isolated. He 
should be treated. He can be cured. That is 
in the domain of the psychopathic hospital.

The abolition of convict stripes is but one 
fm a chain of reforms instituted by Gov. 
West of that state. The newer and more 
comprehensive methods of treating crim- 
inals, which have hitherto been regarded as 
impractical dreams of idealistic reformers, 
the Oregon state executive found, supply a 
good workable basis for prison management 
and administration. 

Human nature, even among criminals, is 
no different in Oregon than anywhere else. 
The saner treatment of prisoners which 
Oregon finds practicable will no doubt pro- 
duce the same results in other states if 
given trial. 


“FORWARD TO THE LAND.”

: That measles is due to a virus le pretty 
well accepted now. Experimenters have 
not been able to infect with this virus ob- 
tained from the nose secretions during the 
ten days of incubation, nor at any time after 
convalescence. They have not been able to 
get much effect from it, except during the 
four days of sneezing and coughing before 
the eruption and about six days of the height 
of the disease after the eruption appears 

On this basis ten days of quarantine is 
enough for the cases that run e@ regular 
course. The difficulty in controlling measles 
lies in the troubles of the first four days 
the time when the patient is coughing and 
sneezing, but still in school, because the 
mother and the teacher think the case “ just 
a cold,” 

Dr. Chesley of Minnesota says the way 
out is to look in the mouths of the children 
every morning for signs of measles. Measles 
patches in the mouth will tell whether the 
case js a common cold or measies. In times 
of epidemic measles, it is better still to ex- 
clude from school every child with a fresh 
cold for four days from the time the cold 
begins. : 


~~ 

The common way of controlling in a small 
town is to close the school. This is a bad 
way, and usually makes matters worse, It 
is much better to hire a school nurse and 
a school doctor for a month—the doctor 
to look for cases and suspicious colds 
among the children at school, ‘to send the 
sick home with instructions what to do and 
what not to do, and the nurse to go to the 
home to show the parents what to do and 
then to see that it is done. 

With a quarantine limited to ten days, it 
would be safer to tag the child for another 
two weeks, and let him play in the open air. 
Babies should be kept away from tagged 
children. This plan entails so little trouble 
that every right thinking person should 
be willing to abide by it.

ISS ELEANOR DOUGLAS WISE of 
Baltimore, daughter of the late Com- 
mander Frederick M. Wise, U. S. N., 
Whose engagement to the halt 
American Duke of Richelieu and of 

Fromac was announced last week, should 
insiet upon the wedding taking place not in 
this country but in France. There the duke, 
despite the various revolutionsand theaboli- 
tion of monarchy, continues to enjoy some 
rather interesting privileges, among them the 
exclusive right of having his wedding cere- 
mony performed in the chapel of the Sor- 
bonne, tn which were interred the remains 
of the great cardinal] to whom the Sorbonne 
really owes its existence. 

The cardinal spent a fortune on the Sor- 
bonne, and merely stipulated that either the 
city of Paris or the state should maintain 


the chapel in proper repair. This condition - 


was fulfilled unt!) about sixteen years ago, 
when owing to the removal of the Roman 
Catholic Faculty of Theology from the Sor- 
bonne, neither the state nor the city saw 
its way clear to spend more of the taxpay- 
ers’ money upon the chapel. After a con- 
siderable amount of litigation, the Princess 
of Monaco, the legully separated wife of the 
ruler of Monaco, undertook in her capacity 
as widow of the late Duke of Richelieu to 
supply the money needed each year for re- 
pairs, and has ever since devoted about 
$5,000 a year to ite maintenance. 


— 
The tomb of the cardinal in the chapel of 
the Sorbonne is empty. At the time of the 


great revolution at the close of the eighteenth 


century, his body was torn from ite resting 
place, and, having been subjected to all sorts 
of indignities, was hurled into the, public 
sewer, but not, however, before hie head 
had been cut off in order to be paraded 
about the city on a pike. After extraordi- 
nary vicissitudes it was recovered, and ig 
now preserved at the Sorbonne. 

Naturally the present Duke of Richelieu 
ig unable to count the masterful cardinel 
among his ancestors, although he has in- 
herited his name and his nobillary dignities, 
Before the cardinal died he obtained the au- 
thority of the crown to bequeath his duke- 
dome of Richelieu and of Fronsac to his 
grandnephew, Jean de Vignerot, grandson 
of hie sister, Frangolse, who had married 
René de Vignerot, Seigneur de Pont-Cour- 
lay. The cardinal) had passed over young 
Jean de Vignerot’s father because of his 
extravagance, and Jean in course of time 
became master general of the galleys. 

— 

His son, Louis, was the famous marshal 
duke of Richelieu, celebrated to this day 
as the most fascinating man of his time. He 
is renowned quite as much for hig military 
victories and diplomatic successes as for 
his intrigues with the fair sex, these lat- 
ter being accountable for his frequent in- 
carcerations in the Bagtile. It was for him 
that two of the greatest ladies of the French 
eristocracy fought a sensationaland memor- 
able duel which has furnished the subject 
of many a well known painting. 

He wee succeeded at the age of 82 by his 
grandson, Armand, who under the title of 
Count of Chinon, spent four years in this 
country in the latter portion of the eight- 

He had been married in his

He immediately left for Russia, where he en- 
tered the army of Emprese Catherine. 


— 

He remained in the Russian service until 
the restoration of the Bourbons, after the 
downfall of Napoleon, and his name is hon- 
ered to this day in the land of the czars 
as one of its most brilliant military com- 
manders and as the creator and first gov- 
ernor of the now great and prosperous city 
of Odessa, which has raised a magnificent 
monument to hig memory. 

Returning to France in 1815 he was ap- 
pointed by Louls XVII minister of foreign 
affairs and premier. He took advantage 
of the high favor in which he was held by 
Czar Alexander to secure from him a reduc- 
tion of the term of the forelgn occupation 
of France from seven to three years and a 
notable diminuation of the war indemnity 
to which France had been subjected. In 
recognition of this, fhe French national leg- 
istature voted him an annuity of $10,000 a 
year, which he turned over to the city of 
Bordeaux for the foundation and endowment 
of a public hospital.

The duke had no children, but had two half. 
sisters, children of his father by a second 
marriage to Marie Antoinette de Gallifet. 
Beautiful as children, they for some reason 
or other—probable from Potts’ disease— 
grew up to be hunchbacks, Mke the duke’s 
wife; or, rather, they did not grow up, for 
they remained almost as etunted as the 
duchess. In spite of their deformity the 
duke’s two ha'f-eisters found husbands. Thea 
elder, married to Hippolyte, Marquis of 
Montcalm, diet without leaving children. 
The other sistér, Simplicité, wae happily. 
married to Antoine de Chepelle, Marquis of 
Jumfthac. She was so witty, so sunny tem- 
pered, and so full of Ife and en train that 
people forgot her hunchback, her dwarflike 
stature, and Her ugliness, and found no en- 
tertainment and no féte complete without 
her presence. 

Upon her half-brother’s death and in ac- 
cordance with the petition which he had 
previously addressed to Louis XVIII, thelat. 
ter issued letters patent, dated Deo, 19, 1822. 
bestowing the dukedoms of Richellew and 
Fronsac, along with an hereditary seat in 
the chamber of peers, upon her eldest son, 
Antoine, Marquis of Jumilhac, who thus be- 
came the first Duke of Richelieu and of Fron- 
sac of the present creation, Dying unmar- 
ried, his two dukedoms and his marquisaie 
of Jumilhac went to his nephew, Armand, 


— 

Armand, as second duke of the present 
creation, married Alice Heine, a native of 
New Orleans, daughter of Michael Heine, a 
banker. He died at Athens, while traveling 
with his wife in Greece. The present Duke 
of Richelieu is their only son, His only sts- 
ter, Odile, is married to Coupt Gabriel de 
la Rochefoucauld, who aleo possesses the 
Bavarian title of prince. 


The present duke ts through hie mother

New Orleans, and has been twice before re- 
ported engaged, on the first occasion to 
Miss Irwin, sister of the Countess of Lim- 
erick, and daughter of Joseph Burke Irwin.

CONSULS’ REPORTS ALARM 


| Situation Declared to Be Crit- 


ieal; Rebels Devastate 
Southern Mexico. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 21.—Alarmed for 
the safety of Americans, whose lives are in 
jeopardy because of widespread la wleseness 
of Mexican rebels in Vera Crus state and 
throughout southern Mexico, the state de- 
partment again has called upon the navy t 
protect American interests in the republic. 

Tonight the gunboat Wheeling is steaming 
from Tampa, Fla, for Vera Crus, where 
Americans are said to face a graver crisis 
than that relieved by the cruiser Des Moines 
during the Dias uprising last October. 

Say Anarchy Prevails. 

The request from the state department to 
the navy came after the receipt of a long 
series of official reports from 
Henry Lane Wilson and consuls in southern 
Mexican cities, ali reflecting a condition of 
anarchy, especially in the state of Vera Crus, 
where federal authorities face the problem of 
restoring civil order with a disorganized and 
divided army. 

Guerrilla warfare, brigandage, sacking of 
ranches and villages, and other desperate 
crimes place Americans and other foreign 
residents in a state of constant danger, end 


the latest advices to the state department | 


express fear of an even worse outbreak. 
Will Take Fugitives Abroad. 

When the Wheeling arrives in Veta Crus 
harbor Americans and other foreigners will 
be taken aboard. Today's action by the 
state department indicatés that the admin- 
istration’s policy of nonintervention will be 
adhered to to the close of President Taft's 
term of office. 

While the present administration will en- 
deavor to take no action which will em- 
barrass the succeeding régime, it is taken 
for granted that to the very end aggressive 
action will be resorted to it disturbed con- 
ditions menace the safety of American citi- 
gens.

“Food fads appear foolish» and often are 
as foolish as they appear,“ said Dr. W. A. 
Evans in hie talk on Why Eat?“ at West 
Park No: 1 last evening. Why doesn’t 
some one start a meat-bread-milk-vegetable- 
fruit fad?“ 

The former health commissioner pleaded 
for the ust of common sense in the matter of 
quantity as well as quality of food. 

Some people eat to live,“ he said. 
live to eat. Some eat to grow; some because 
they like it. With babies, eating is the chief 
business, because it needs to be so. With 
gome adults it is the chief business because 
they want it eo. It is true that most men dig 
their graves with their teeth. 

“Death from scarlet fever, diphtheria, and 
all other forms of contagious deisease, Unt- 
schenkoff classes as accidental deaths.
